. Tools, held in readiness for weeks 
in some instances, bit deep into 
the earth as the midnight hour of 
termination arrived, and though It 
was impossible to tell exactly, this 
morning, how many wells were 
"Sjpudded in," oil men 
who 
had 
toured the field, 
estimated 
that 


probably eighty new tests greeted 
the sun af dawn today. 
Scattered, over a ten mile "front" 
that straggles along the Little Riv- 
er bottoms, upwards of a hundred 
locations had been, staked out and 


fc 
L"'iclaly listed, ready for a scratn- 
aiter "the pay," but rig timbers 


were not available for some, ma- 
chinery was missing oh other loca- 
tions ind there were dome drillers 
who proposed to withhold their ac- 
tivities at this time. 
Starting was put on a "gentle- 
man's agreement" basis, and ell 
men throughout the two, pools were 
unanimous in declaring that no one 
intentionally "jumped the 
gun"— 
that there'were no "sooners" as in 
the, .famous run to the "strip" in 
1893.

Preparations Are Orderly. 
Despite the rush and bustle of 
preparation, there was no. confus- 
ion attending the re-opening of the 
pools. 
Approximately 
10,000 oil 


field workers and 
their 
families 
had filtered into 
the 
territory. 
Shacks popped up, like mushroom 
villages,; overnight 
Trucks, load- 


ed with machinery worth 
thou- 


sands of dollars, thundered into the 
area almost unnoticed and prepar- 
ation for the lifting of the restric- 
tions went on almost unheeded. by 
many of the people living in the 
district 
The restriction agreement, lifted 
today, was put into effect two years 
ago in the Maud and Mission pools, 
when the other fields of the Great- 
er Seminote area were running:at 
, their peak. 
A few wells were 
drilled, 
but 


were shut down by agreement be- 
fore, production was reached,'and 
the territory has been virtually at 
a standstill until a few weeks ago- 
Two months ago eight or ten

TORNADOES DROP DOWN UPON 
IOA LOCALITIES WEDNESDAY 


DE A N G DEATH ND INJURY 


VINTON, Iowa, Nov. 15 
Tornadoes dropped out of black 
skies in three separate localities of 
Northeastern Iowa yesterday, caus- 
ing at least one -death, injuries to 
six, and property damage that will 
run into many thousands, of dol- 
lars. 
Two twisters struck, one sweep- 
ing down about five miles south 
of Vlnton, in Benton county, cut- 
ting a path 40 rods wide, for 11 
miles, then bounding, to 'drop on 
the farming community called Sil- 
ver Creek, 20 mnes northeast. The 
other tornado, at about the same 
hour, struck at Chester, 90 miles 
northwest of Silver Creek. 
When the first twister took its 
last dive at Silver Creek, it caused 
the death of Mrs. Alpha Haw kin- 
son, 30, when it crushed the barn 
in which ahe was milking. 
That 


was the only casualty 
reported 
there, but two farmsteads 
were 
completely demolished, and about a 
score others damaged,' much live- 
stock was killed and trees and tel- 
ephone poles were laid flat Dam- 
age in that vicinity was estimated 
at $75,000 or more. - 
On its earlier journey, the twist- 
er had caused injuries to at least 
four persons and had wrecked ten 
farmsteads, in addition to damag- 
ing many others. 
Near the start 


of its course south of here, It turn- 
ed toward the William 
Herman 


home, causing .severe cuts to Mrs- 
Herman and her 
two children. 
They had taken refuge in the cel- 
lar, but whrn fire broke out they 
were driven from their haven.

The battle occurred when two 
bandits resisted arrest after they 
had held up the Star theatre and 
had been handed over a tin box 
which they thought contained cash 
but which in reality held only can- 
celled show tickets.

companion, who fired twice, Fields 
releasing his clutch and sinking to 
th . sidewalk. Deputy Sheriff Frank 
Neville leveled his gun at the man 
who he thought had shot Fields, 
fired once and the man fell to the 
ground,.

outpouring of molten 
lava from 


Mount Etna continued to diminish 
today, Mount Vesuvius became ac- 
tive. 


Incandescent matter was thrown 


out from an orifice at the base of 
the central cone from which 
it 


spouted last August. The eruptive 
activity was on the northwest side 
almost under the station of the 
Cable railway running toward the 
summit. 


Lava was pouring from the fis- 


sures of the main crater which sent 
out tongues of flames into the val- 
ley of the inferno last August. 


The rfpectacle was interesting 


tourists and scientists but the po- 
pulation of the vicinity was enthus- 
iastic.

sonal service and that this employe 
replied: 
*'"Tm not supposed to take care 
of our cabin but I will do the best 
I can to get. around to you because 
your steward is drunk in hie bunk 
and will be unable to : ttend you. "

TWENTY-TWO BODIES 
VESTRIS DEAD WERE 
RETURNETURSDAY 


GRIEF STRICKEN RELATIVES 


TAKING CHARGE OF VIC- 


TIMS SEA TRAGEDY 


NEW YORK. Nov. IS.—(^)— Re- 


claimed from the sea, 22 bodies of 
the Vestris dead today were being 
returned to grieving relatives and 
friends. 


The first body was brought 
to 
this city early yesterday on the res- 
cue ship, Berlin, while last night 
eight bodies were brought by the 
coast guard destroyers. Tucker and 
Acushnet. 
The coast guard 
de- 
stroyer, Shaw, left the scene of 
the wreck for New York with 13 
bodies. Many of the dead had not 
been identified today. 


Among the bodies aboard the 
Shaw wern those of Major Yashio 
Inouye, Japanese consul at Buenos 
Aires, whose wife was rescued by 
the battleship 
Wyoming; 
Carl 
Franke, representative of a Ger- 
man 
firm, 
and 
his 22-year-old 
daughter, Ingeborg. 


Of the four bodies brought 
by 


the Tucker, only two were identi- 
fied. Brass tags worn about 
the 


necks identified one as that of Jose 
Gonzales Rua 
of New Bedford. 
Mass., and the other as that of 
Ray'i-^and Garcia Pelal 
of New 
York. ^ 


Rua, who had sailed with his wife 


and two-year-old son, had $7,800 in 
his pockets when found. His wife 
was rescued by the Wyoming, but 
no trace of the son was found. 
The two other bodies were those 
of a negro woman and a 
white 


man, apparently a member of the 
crew. 


Aboard the Acushnet were the 
bodies of Ralph P- Whitehead, of 
Woodstock, N. Y., and Tom Jones, 
barman of the Vestris. The Jdenti- 
ty of the other two was not'known. 
The body brought back by the 
Berlin was that of a white man, 
who was not identified. 


The destroyers landed the bodies 
at Stapleton, Staten Island, where 
they were met by a representative 
of the Lamport ft Holt line, the 
owners of the Vestris, and an un- 
dertaker. 
Five Day Week and 
Higher Wages Were 


Predicted For Labor 


NKW ORLEANS, La-, Nov. 15.- 
Higher wages and the five-day 
week were prophesied here today 
for organized labor by Frank Mor- 
rison, secretary of the American 
Federation of Labor, because 
he 


observed a productive capacity of 
American industry far in excess of 
the country's power of consump- 
tion. 


The five day week along with 


the fifteen cruiser naval program 
of the United States government 
were matters placed before 
the 


metal trades department of 
the 
federation in annual session here 
preliminary to the general labor 
meeting next Monday.

An 'eyewitness was quoted as giv- 
ing the following description of thr 
tragedy which took place within 
the sight of relatives when th^M*. 
boat was .returning to the; harbor 
after the crew of

steamer had been rescued by 
Grman stamshlp, Smyrna; 
"It was at 7:30 a. m. today that 
a group of people, including many 
women who had been anxlomly 
waiting, saw the lifeboat returning 
to the harbor. 
The 
seaa wer« 
mountainous and they wer« com-. 
trig in the teeth of a southwesterly 
gale. Every fresh wave threatened 
to overturn the boat and many of 
the waiting relatives began to pray- 
aloud in terror. 
. 


"When the lifeboat was within a! 
half mile of the harbor, the 
< «nd 


of the crew's struggle against odda 
came. A gigantic wave overwhelm- 
ed and capsized the little craft and 
the crew were drowned 
within, 
sight of the screaming and sobbing 
me.i and women waiting

harbor side. They could see the 
men struggling in the waves and 
yet were powerless to do anything/ 
It was some hours later 
before 


bodies began to float ^ ashore at:

NEW YORK, Nov; 15.—WV-Set- 


ting aside questions as to jurisdic- 
tion, federal authorities here be- 
gan a thorough Investigation today 
into the sinking of the Lamport 
and Holt liner Vestris with the loss 
of more than 100 lives. 


After preliminary questioning of 


witnesses this morning by Assist- 
ant United 'States Attorneys George 
J. Mlntzer and Edward S. Silver, 
the formal inquiry was to open 
/before United States Commissioner 
.Francis A. O'Neill this afternoon. 
Between fifty and sixty witnesses 
had been, subpoenaed for the hear- 
ing today. 
Although 
the 
Vestris was of 


British registry and the jurisdiction 
of the American 
authorities was 


'•uncertain, it was indicated that the 
British authorities might consent 
to have the entire inquiry con- 
ducted here. Mr. Mlntzer said he 
had heard, unofficially, that 
the 


British board of trade had cabled 
the consul 
general 
here stating 
that if the inquiry was unbiased 
and exhaustive the board would 
abide by it. 
United States Attorney Charles 


H. Tuttie, in ordering the investi- 
gation, said it was for the purpose 


, of "recording and perpetuating" 


the testimony of the rescued pas- 
sengers and crew while the facts

surviving passengers were asked to 
'give their version of the disaster. 
„ The charges piled up soon after 
the arrival here yesterday of the 
steamships American- Shipper and 
Berlin with a total of 148 persons 
'rescued from lifeboats after 
the 


British liner, bound from New York 
to South America, foundered 240 
miles off the Virginia Capes Mon- 
day. Early today the French tank- 
er Myrlam docked in Brooklyn with 
67 survivors, some of whom sup- 
ported .the charges while, other de- 
nied them or remained silent. 


The tragedy in figures stood to- 


' 
day at 214 rescued, 114 missing and 
presumably dead. Twenty-two bod- 
ies have been recovered. The miss- 
ing included twenty-seven women 
and thirteen children. All the chll- 
rtn who were' aboard perished, ap- 
parently.

Captain Loses Life. 


The captain of the Vestris, Wit- 
llam J. Carey, who might have ex- 
plained it all, to dead. Several sur- 
vivors told of seeing him at the 
rail of the ship as she took her 
~ ' 1 plunge and then without a 


lifebelt he either jumped or was 
swept into the 
water. "Good-be 


all," we're his parting words as he 
went overboard. 


A charge that the ship was list- 


Ing when she left port was made 
by Carlos Quires, chancellor of the 
Argentine consulate, one of the res- 
cued passengers, who said the list 
became more and more pronounc- 
ed as she continued her voybge 
south. 


This, however, was denied by Mr. 


Cook, who pointed out that the 
ship had been inspected three days 
before she sailed by federal in- 
spectors and pronounced "absolute- 
ly seaworthy.' 


Most of the passengers were bit- 


ter In their denunciations of 
the 


captain's actions and those of his 
crew. They charged the captain 
was overconfident, citing his fail- 
ure to send out an SOS until Mon- 
day morning, hours after the dan- 
gerous condition had become appar- 
ent to those experienced in sea 
travel. There were charges that 
the crew stampeded for the 
life- 


boats, that the lifeboats themselves 
were unseaworthy and poorly hai.J- 
led; that partly filled 'oats were 
rowed cold bloodedly past persons 
fighting for their lives in the water. 


Two Lifeboats Smashed. 


Most heartbre king of the stories 


of the sinking told was that'of two 
lifeboat loads of women- and chil- 
dren, which were smashed against 
the sides of the ship as they were 
being lowered. The tragedy 
was 
that those two boats, the first away 
by rule of the sea were the only 
ones lowered which did not get 
safely away from the ship. Another 
boat sprang a leak and turned over 
but several of its occupants were 
able to save themselves by cling 
ing to wreckage. 


Still cruising over the scene of 


the disaster today were two 
< ast 


guard destroyers and two salvage 
tugs, but theirs was believed to be 
a hopeless quest. 


Say Probe Is Needed. 
LONDON, Nov. 15.—On-Board of

FARMERS AND LANDOWNERS 


FROM OVER COUNTY MET

Independence 
of 
local market 
conditions, greater uniformity 
of 
staple, increased yield per acre, re- 
ostablishmcnt of premiums In for- 
eign markets on Texas cotton and 
generally bettered conditions were 
pointed out as some of the proven 
results of seed standardization in 
a community at a meeting held at 
the Chamber of Commerce Monday 
afternoon, attended by more than 
fifty representative landowners and 


, farmers from about ton communi- 
ties in Navarro county. 


Although it seemed to be the con- 
sensus of opinion ^hat the season 
was too far advanced for the adap- 
tion of the "community plan," for 
1929, it was agreed that every ef- 
fort should be made to put the 
plan in practice as far as possible 
and have the way paved for the 
launching of the work on a wide 
iscale in 1930. 
E. A. Miller, agronomist 
from 
Texas A. & M. College, opened the 
discussion by pointing out 
the 
necessity of increasing the yield per 
acre. He stated that at present the 
average yield was about 134 pounds 
of lint per acre. \ yield that was 
not paying expenses. Among the 
ways of increasing yield mentioned 
wore 
terracing and see improve- 


ment. 
Going into the subject of seed im- 
provement more extensively, Miller 
asserted that their was no reason 
to believe that -seed improvement 
would not pay in cotton 
if . the 
methods paid in other lines such 
ns dairy stock, swine, and horses. 
He declared one of the penalties 
for using poor seed was a decrease 
in yield per acre. 
About fifteen 


million bushels of seed are used in. 
I'nxns each year and only about one 
,-.•"'„„ (,f this amount is certified 
o»* pure seed, tlv> pnnnker assert 
cd. 
One Variety Best. 


The only practical way to keep 
pure seed is to use one variety in 
n community. Miller declared, and 
Texas must develop a better qual- 
ity of staple to -meet the foreign 
competition. The planting of poor 
seed of mixed varieties results in 
a market being flooded with lint 
of uneven length, and there is no 
demand either on local or foreign 
markets for staple of this kind.. 
The development of the public 
gin was .pointed out as one of the 
prime factors in the increased use 
of mixed seed. 
In 
former days 


when the South enjoyed its highest 
reputation as u producer of high 
grade cotton, each plantation had 
its own gin,' and kept all the seed 
pure. Today the public gin causes 
all kinds of seed to be mixed and 
mingled. It was pointed out that 
in California an act of the legis- 
lature had made it imperative for 
each community to use a single var- 
iety. The success of the plan was 
proven by the fact that no contest 
has ever been waged on the meas- 
ure. 
"If Texas stays in the cot- 


ton .business, it will have to adopt 
the community plan of planting," 
Miller declared. 


Taking up a digest of an inten- 
sive study of the foreign opinion of 
the Texas staple, Miller asserted 
that Europe and the eastern manu- 
facturers are vitally Concerned in 
the cotton problem, and more so 
in Texas than in all other sources 
of the staple, because if they are 
unable to secure the grade of cot- 
ton that they need from Texas they 
must find new markets. They are 
dependent on Texas for the better 
quality cotton of even staple length 
and tensile strength, necessary for 
their mills and factories. 


Texas Cotton Deteriorates. 


It is the unanimous opinion of 


the European manufacturers that 
Texas cotton is rapidly losing its 
superior quality and this in turn is 
causing the loss of prestige and 
money to Texas growers. Forrner- 
ly Texas cotton demanded a prem- 
ium on the European markets, but 
this practice has almost disappear- 
ed and cotton from some parts of 
Texas is subjected 
to a penalty, 


This condition has been brought 
about by the fact that mixed seed 
has been producing 
an 
uneven 


staple and quality in the cotton that 
makes it imperative to .the manu- 
facturer to card it before using, 
and to disnose of the unusable part 
at any price. 


The direct benefit of using one 


variety 
of seed in a community 


was named by Miller as increased 
returns: amonsr the indirect results 
named were hotter vielcls r>"r aTe 
from pure =nod. bettor pl"'iinr[ be- 
"niise tho fin'iprp were a.bln tn Fnt 
'heir gins to handle one varlptvt"

pendence of the local buyers and 
markets. When a community pro- 
duces an even quality of staple 
with an even strength, it was paint-

was pointed out as the cniuo of 
people who are making mon<"' <"" 
of the present conditions and nrc 
content to let well enough alone.

IN VESTRIS LOSS 


CAPTAIN AND RADIO OPER- 
ATOR AMONG THOSE UN- 


^ RESCUED TUES. MORNING 
' V NEW YORKT Nov. 14.— 


(AP)—The steamer Vestris 
sank when only about 80 «$>f 
its 238 passengers and crew 
had been launched 
in life 


boats, after two boatloads of 
women and 
children had 


been hurled into the sea, 
most of them to die, and 
while the rest were leaping 
from the ship's sides and 
swimming for their lives lest 
they be dragged down with 
the foundering hulk. 


Survivors told today that the tra- 
ditions of the tea had been scrup- 
ulously observed as to give first 
thought to 
women and children, 


but fate had turned gallantry into 
d'istster. 
And they told an ap- 


palling story of inadequate pre- 
paration for disaster. 


The first two boats were filled 


•with women and children—there 
were 37 women and 13 children on 
beard—and the crew started to low- 
er away. 
Then the sinking ship 


lurched, the boats crashed against 
its tide and women and children 
poured into the boiling waves. Re- 
ports available today indicate that 
all the children perished and but lu 
ef the women were saved. 


On the whole, the 125 survivors 


arriving today on the American 
Shipper and the 23 on the Berlin 
agreed that in intention the offi- 
cers and crew of the Vestris had 
been beyond criticism, but many of 
them blamed the captain, who was 
lost with' his ship, for indecision 
which they caw at one principal 
reason for the large loss of life, be- 
lieved to'total 10$. 
The ship began to list on Satur- 


day night, they said, and its con- 
dition, grew more serious steadily 
throughout Sunday, and yet no dis- 
tress call was sent until the middle 
Of Monday morning and as a result 
ho rescue ships were on the scene 
until many hours after the ship 
sank at 1:30 that afternoon. 


When the captain did -decide to 
abandon ship, shortly after the 
first S O S call, Ue tackle of the 
lifeboats was found to be faulty. 
It took hours to lower them, the 
ones with the women and children 
crashed, and another was stove in 
and put away with a gasping hole 
in its side. 
• Only two' boats were successful- 
ly launched, although others broke 
loose as the ship sank and were 
caught by swimming survivors. The 
greater number of passengers and 
the crew-had to fling themselves 
into the' water. 


Of those who did get into the 
»ter and survive the actual sink- 


'ln'g:.of the ship, 
the majority of 


thosA. eventually saved were- mem- 
bers 'if ..the crew, the greatest loss 
of life being among the passengers. 
This was thought to' have some ex- 
planation in the theory that the 
crew; were more able to withstand 
the general 
hardship 
of those 


freezing hours in the waves, and 
not to any effort on. the part of 
the crew to take positions of'com- 
parative safety in the boats right- 
fully belonging by the law of the 
sea to the passengers. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—W—The

•British liner Vestris stood at 21S 
today with search continuing for 
other possible survivors among the 
110 passengers and , crew, 
still 


missing. 
Three vessels left the scene of 


the rescues for New York with 210 
lurvivorS aboard. Eight more were 


aboard the battleship Wyoming, 
which continued the search at the 
spot 240 miles 
off 
the Virginia 


capes where the Vestris was aban- 
doned 
Monday afternoon 
in a 


sinking condition when bound for 
South America from New York. 


Aboard the American freighter 


American Shipper were 123. 
The 


French tanker Myrlam had 84, and 
the North German Lloyd .liner Ber- 
lin 23. Six bodies were recovered, 
one by the Berlin and five by two 
coast guard destroyers. 


These figures are based on com- 


pilations made by the official* of 
the Lamport and Holt line, owner* 
of the Vestris, from messages re- 
ceived from rescue vessels. The 
list of those aboard was revised to 
238, comprising 199 members 
of 


the crew and 129 passengers. 


Captain Still Missing. 


Captain William J. Carey, mas- 


ter 
of 
the 
Vestris, 
and Neal 


O'Loughlin, the radio operator who 
stood by his post until the decks of 
the ship were awash, apparently 
went down with the ship. 


"Goodbye W C S" was the last 


heard from O'Laughlin as he sign- 
ed off with the Tuckerton, N. J. 
station of the Radio Marine cor- 
poration which had been answer- 
ing- the last faint calls from 
the 
Vestris' emergency radio set. 


Lamport and Holt officials, how- 


ever, were still hoping that Captain 
Carey, O'Laughlin and others of 
the missing had been saved. They 
pointed out that many small ves- 
sels were attracted to the scene of 
the disaster and they believed that 
some of these might have 
picked 


up survivors and be on their way 
to land, being unable to report due 
to weak radio equipment or none 
at all. 


Admiral Makes Report.

Raft evidently brok- 
en up due to heavy seas. Boat 
capsized about 6 p. m. yesterday

this evening and return to Nor- 
folk." 


He was commanded to stay 
on 


the scene and continue the search 
through the night, even though he 
believed it hopeless.

Stories of Horrors. 


Stories of the horror on the de- 


scent from the sloping decks of 
the Vestris into a rough sea and 
the afternoon and night adrift in 
the small lifeboats came from sur- 
vivors. One man, who was rescue? 
by the Berlin from a floating spar 
to which he had clung through the 
night told of seeing a woman and 
child adrift on a 
lifeboat.

From Captain Schuyler J. Cum-

Riot Way Versus Right Way of 


Vindicating Righteousness 


Dramatic Scenes In Old Jerusalem As Mob Sought 


Life of Missionary—Modern Riots In Same City 


An Old Hero Undaunted by Opposition 


BY WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


Obscure dispatches were publish- 


ed a few weeks 
ago concerning 


riots at the Jews' Wailing Place in 
Jerusalem. The real cause, missed 
by .the press dispatches, was that 
Ihese foundation stones on Solo- 
mon's Temple are one side of an 
ancient public highway, still in 
dally use, which the Jews natur- 
ally want to shut off as a shrine; 
but the Moslems object. No spot 
on earth is more prone to turbu- 
lence and popular disturbances 
than Jerusalem. 
The old city Is 


still running true to form. Spice 
is added to life in Jerusalem to- 
day,'as it was in the time of the 
apostles, by the possibility of mobs 
and outbursts at any moment over 
unpredictable incidents. 


Some residents have told me that 


it is the effect of the altitude up- 
on nerves. Others say it is racial 
temperment. As I talked, not long 
ago, with a squad of British sol- 
diers, armed with riot clubs, stand- 
ing by their automobile at the 
tower of David, ready and waiting 
for an instant's call to some point 
of disturbance in a period of un- 
rest, discussing among themselves 
similar duties in Ireland, my mind 
went back to historic scenes in this 
old city, when 
maddened 
mobs 


surged forth, bent on lynch law. 


One of the most meaningful mob- 


scenes in Jerusalem's history arose 
over the Apostle Paul, as the re- 
gult of religious story it is worth 
reading, especialy in one of the 
modern versions. 
More important 


•than the drawing of lessons from 
the thrilling tale is the mastery of 
the facts themselves, as recited m 
the twenty-first, twenty-second and 
twenty-third chapters of the Books 
of Acts. A rare reporter was Dr. 
Luke: he would have won a Pu- 
litzer Prize for his story, had he 
been working 
on a 
present-day 


newspaper. 
The Man Who Wouldn't Turn Bach 


Persons who are fond of key- 


words to character will find that 
"boldness" unlocks the scerets of 
the Apostle Paul's life. -He display- 
ed complete courage in all his ca- 
reer. Not many days ago a fellow 
passenger in a train raised the 
question of why so many men are 
enslaved by their lot: they are 
neither free nor happy. Of course, 
the answer was that courage, sim- 
ple, elemental, old-fashioned cour- 
age, is almost 
the 
fundamental 


quality of a true life. 
There is 


neither peace nor liberty for the 
man who Is afraid. Boldness 
is 


basic to conquering characters. 
Our friend Paul, scarred yeter- 


an of many a mob's rough handling 
and of precautions without num- 
ber, celarly understood what was 
ahead of him as he turned from his 
missionary journeys to report to 
the headquarters of 'the Church at 
• Jerusalem. As he tarried at Tyre 
for seven days with the believers, 
they pleaded with him.not to set 
foot in Jerusalem; for everybody 
knew how bitter and resourceful 
And 
relentless were 
the Jews 


against this famous apostate. But 


gether, seized Paul and dragged 
him outside the temple; whereup- 
on the doors were 
immediately 


shut. 
They were attempting to 


kill him when word reached 
the 


commander of the garrison that the 
whole of Jerusalem was In confus 
ion. 
Taking some soldiers and of- 


ficers, he at once rushed down to 
them, and when they saw the com- 
mander and the soldiers they stop- 
ped beating Paul. 


"Then the commander came up 


and seized him; he ordered him to 
be bound with a couple of chains, 


Paul wavered not; though his fare- 
well prayer 
meeting 
with his 


friends on the beach below Tyre 
ranks in dramatic Interest with 
other historic events at Phoenicia's 
proud capital. 


When Paul 
and his party got 


down to Caesarea, this ordeal had 
to be faced again; for a prophet, 
Agabus, showed, by 
binding his 


own hands 
and 
feet, how Paul 


would be bound at Jerusalem and 
be handed over to the Romans. Ah, 
these lovely but unwise friends who 
ever seek to persuade us to follow 
the safe and easy way of life, and 
to dodge its dangers! Heroic old 
Paul silenced these bloomy pro- 
phecies with his sturdy word, "I 
am ready not only to be bound 
but also to die at Jerusalem for 
the sake of the Lord Jesus." Thank 
God for the brave spirits who can- 
not be turned back when once they 
have set their feet on duty's path. 


A Mob Scene from Scripture 
Soldiers know pleasures which 


snug stay-at-homes never imagine. 
One of valiant Paul's. delights was 
when he foregathered with James 
and the elders of the church if 
Jerusalem, and recounted the vic- 
tories that had been won by the 
Gospel in the West. No speech is 
so stirring as the telling of great 
news. The home church was thrill- 
ed by 
this tale 
of missionary 


triumphs. 


Out from the warm, glowing fel- 


lowship of the brethren, Paul mov- 
ed into the City, where his sleep- 
less enemies lay in wait. Let us 
read a fragment of Luke's narra- 
tive, as translated by r>r. Moffatt: 


"The Asiatic 
Jews, 
catching 


sight of him in the temple, stirred 
up all the crowd and laid hands on 
him, shouting, 'To the rescue, men 
of Israel! Here is the man who 
teaches

against the people and the law and 
this place! And he has actually 
brought Greeks inside the temple 
and defiled this holy place! 


"The 
whole city was thrown in- 


and asked 'wno is ner ana 'wnac 
has he done?" Some of the crowd 
roared one thing, some another, 
and as he could not learn the facts 
owing to the uproar, he ordered 
Paul to be taken ,to the barracks. 
By the time he reached the steps, 
he had actually to be carried 
by 


the soldiers on account of the vio- 
lence of the crowd, for the whole 
mass of people followed shouting, 
"Aw&y with him*." 


The Ruling Passion. 


This exciting experience had 
a 


consequence characteristic of Paul. 
Instead of cowering in the deepest, 
safest cell of the Tower of Antonio, 
he asked the 
officer who rescued 


him to grant him the privilege of 
addressing the mob — the very mob 
that was slavering and shrieking 
and gesticulating for his life blood. 
This doughty old hero of the Cross 
was more interested in preaching 
the Gospel than in saving his own 
skin. So, standing on the stair- 
way, 
his courage and mein com- 


manded silence, while he began to 
speak in Hebrew. 


Then was witnessed an oratori- 


cal feat almost without parallel: 
the preacher turned a 
delirious 


mob into a passive audience, listen- 
ing to the story of his own conver- 
sion. Paul's stock sermon was the 
narrative of how he himself was 
transformed from a persecutor to 
a Christian disciple. He gave his 
testimony. When testimony meet- 
ings went out of fashion a large 
measure of power departed from 
the Christian church. "Let the re- 
deemed of the Lord say so!" is an 
Old Testament exhortation still ap- 
plicable. 


When the orator got to the point 


of his commission as an apostle to 
the Gentiles the mob's fury sudden- 
ly flared up. That word "Gentile" 
they could not abide. Again their 
throaty 
screams rent 
the 
air. 
" 'Away with such a creature from 
the earth. He is not fit to live!' 
They yelled and threw their cloth- 
es into the air and 
flung duct 


about;" so that the Roman com- 


to turmoil. The people rushed to- mander intervened. He would have 
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examined Paul under the lash, ex- 
cept that the 
apostle 
paralyzed 


proceedings by asserting his Ro- 
man citizenship. Horrors: they had 
almost scourged a free Roman; 


Kept under Roman protection for 


his own safety, -here followed 
succession of hearings which final- 
ly led to the trial before Felix and 
Agrippo, to be dealt with In a later 
lesson.

NURSING BOARD 


FACING TROUBLE 


FINANCES NOT 
SUFFICIENT 


TO KEEP WORK GOING, 


IT IS FEARED 


The Public Health Nursing board 
met Monday morning at the cham- 
ber of commerce to discuss the mat- 
ter of ways and means of peeking 
the work up here. Grave doubts 
were expressed as to the ability 
to carry on unless the general pub- 
lic awoke to the tremendous Im- 
portance of the work that was be- 
ing done to safeguard the health 
of the community, and to Increase 
the efficiency among the children 
in our public schools. 
The public health nurse supple- 
mented her regular officials report 
with a detailed account the 'modus 
operand!' employed in certain spe- 
cific cases. She spoke of the hearty 
co-operation of the teachers in (he 
various schools and the growing 
interest In the health work among 
the children themselves. She told 
of the clubs that have been organ- 
izd in the Junior Hi, known as the 
"Too Fat" and the 
"Too Thin" 


clubs. The object of these clubs are 
to teach the boys and girls; (a) 
the formation and practice of hab- 
its essential to personal health; (b) 
the creation of interest and respon- 
sibility in maintaining the best com- 
munty health conditions, and (c) 
to attain the average 
norm in 
weight 
by 
the proper attention 


to diet and the observance of oth- 
er fundamental healtn habits.

In response to a call for help from 
the small steamer Alice, of Riga 
which was in distress near Dunge 
ness. 
A Lloyd's dispatch from Dunge 
ness says the Rye lifeboat capsizei 
two miles west of Jury's Gap bu 
makes no mention of the fate o 
the crew. 
Later dispatches to the Press As 


sociation said that the crew of the 
lifeboat consisted of seventeen men 
all of whom were lost. 
The crowds on the strand 


eluded many grief-stricken moth 
ers. wives and sisters of the crew 
rushed along the beach when they 
saw In what direction the tide was 
running, and a tragic scene was 
enacted as the great • breakers 
brought in the bodies of the gal 
lant lifeboat men who had 
gone 
out in the face of death to succor 
others. 
Brokenhearted relatives identi- 


fied the bodies as they were wash- 
ed ashore with each big wave. Fi- 
nally the lifeboat Itself was wash- 
ed in and two more bodies were 
found underneath it. 
There was hardly a person in the 


little village of Rye who had not 
lost either husband, father or some 
relative. 
Vestris Tragedy 


Reaction Brought 
From Many Sources 
(By The Associated Press) 
Sharks which infested the warm 
waters of the Gulf stream were an 
added menace to victims of the 
Vestris disaster- Several survivors 
tol dot seeing one of the huge fish 
tear human bodies. 


A cat and a dog were among the 


survivors. A wire-haired fox ter- 
rier was rescued Tuesday morning 
by the American shipper after 
it 


had spent the night in an open boat 
in the arms of its owner, Mrs. Earl 
Devore. The cat, a striped tiger 
tomcat, was regarded as a mascot 
by^ the ship's crew and was saved 
by its owner, Alfred Dinely, assist- 
ant steward, who carried 
it ail 
night' in his arms until picked up 
by the American shipper. 


The steamship Montosa arriving 


in Boston yesterday heard for the 
first time of the wreck of the Ves- 
tris, although she was but 25 miles 
away when the ship first encoun- 
tered serious trouble. The Monto- 
sa carried no wireiess.

Vestris is the name of a theatri- 
cal family well known 
in the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centur- 
ies Irt Italy, France and England. 
Gaetano Appolino Baldassare Ves- 
tris, the first of the family to ac- 
quire fame, was born in Florence 
in 1729, and gained great success on 
the French stage. He died in 1808. 
His daughter, Marie Auguste Ves- 
tris Allard, 
wau also a talented 


dancer and Vestris Allard's son. 
Auguste Arhiand Vestris, followed 
In his footsteps. 
Auguste Vestris 
married Lucia Elizabeth Bartolozzi 
(1797-1856) an English actress, and 
she acquired a fortune managing 
the Olympic, Covent Garden, Ly- 
ceum and Drury Lane theatres in 
London. She introduced such bal- 
lads-as "Cherry Pie," "I've Been 
Roaming," and "Meet Me By Moon- 
light Alone." Auguste deserted her 
four years after their marriage 
and she married Charles James 
Mathews, accompanying him to 
America and aiding him in his 
managerial, ventures.

OF LIFE IS CHARGED 
INVESTRISJISASTER 


DELAY CHARGED IN SENDING 


OUT CALLS FOR AID AND 


LAUNCHING LIFEBOATS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.- 


(AP) 
— Through the joy 


over the 220 passengers and 
sailors saved and sorrow for 
the 108 lost when the Ves- 
tris went down at sea Mon- 
day, 
a strong note of criti- 


cism predominated as the 
survivors reached New York 
today. 


Stories of the weary passengers, 
some of them slowly 
recovering; 


from hours in the water, blamed 
Captain 
William 
J. Gary, 
late 
master of the Lamport & Holt lin- 
er, for the extent of -the disaster. 
Passengers and sailors joined 
in 
praising the captain 
as a brave 
sailor, while many indir.led him on 
charges of bad soamanahip. 


All in position to have knowledge 
of the facts sala the captain was 
on his vessel 
when 
she sank, 
agreeing that he died like a sailor 
whatever may have been his short- 
comings in the time of stress- 
The survivors did not know whal 
crippled the ship 'and an explana- 
tion may 
not 
oe found.

ihought shifting cargo was 
to 


blame 
while others 
believed a 
slight leak, growing greater as the 
lours went by. finally sounded the 
death knell of the sturdy sea trav- 
eler. 


The charges against Capt. Gary 
were that he waited far too long 
to summon help. 


The Vestrls sailed from Hobo- 


ken, N. J., Satin-nay afternoon and 
soon developed trouble. 
Pumping 
and hailing went on Sunday morn- 
ng when the vessel began to list, 
jut no S O S was sent for nearly 
21 hours. 


If assistance had been summoned 
a <\;"j earlier it was suggested that 
ships would have been standing by 
vhen the boats were launched-with 
IIP chances against any loss of life.

"I know about ships," he said. 


"The reason the vessel foundered 
is criminal neglect. 
The captain 


did everything wrong. 
He should 


have had ships standing by us long 
before he did. Not a 
passenger 


should have been sent overboard 
before other vessels were standing 
by." 


Mrs. Earl Devore saw the life- 


boat in which her husband, an au- 
tomobile racer, 
was 
sitting go- 


down. 
The small crew of negro 


seamen in her own boat, she said, 
refused to go to the aid of those 
struggling in the water after their 
craft had been lost. 


It would be dangerous to let so 


many additional 
human 
beings 


clamber into their boat, the negroes 
told her, Mrs. De-ore reported. 


She called them cowards, but they 
were sullen. 


"Sit down," they yelled, and she 


had to obey. 


Lifeboats Faulty. 


Alfred Ramos, an Argentine stu- 


dent who was returning home on 
the Vestris after a vacation, told 
of the horror of passengers placed 
in lifeboats which could not be low- 
ered. 


He was in 
one 
of four such 


craft he said, swung out over the 


water and Its passengers, Including 
ten women and several children 
were scattered by the waves. 


Dana himself was swept a dis 


tance of 100 yards. 
Then he look- 


ed back and saw the women and 
youngsters clinging to the boat. He 
tried to swim back, but at that 
moment the Vestris went down and 
he had to swim for his life to 
escape the terrific suction. 


A few minutes later he and sev- 


eral other men tried to right the 
overturned: boat. 
As they tugged 


at her, the body of a woman float- 
ed out from beneath. 


Saves Woman. 


The effort to turn the boat over 


failed, for, Dana said, the air com- 
partments had come out and the 
craft was falling apart. He man- 
aged to reach a plank from 
the 


Vestris' raft. 
As he grasped it he 


saw a vyoman's leg. He grajped 
that, too, and tugged, the woman 
wan Mrs. Ball. 


With one arm supporting her and 


the other clinging to the raft, he 
encouraged her and finally 
she 


found strength to hold on for her- 
self. 


Dana and Mrs. Ball were in the 


water from 1:30 p. m, Monday to 
noon on Tuesday. Drifting through- 
out the long night they could see 
the searchlights of big ships, pok- 
ing through the darkness to find

fore the ship sank. 


"I found myself on the topside," 


he continued, "alone, save for Cap- 
tain Carey. He was wearing a heavy 
top coat but no life belt. The ship 
began sinking fast. You could feel 
her going down beneath you. 


"Then we went down, it seemed 


a huge wave was pouring over us 
and the captain and myself were, 
both in 
the 
water. 
We were 


drawn down by the suction. I came 
up and reached for a floating box. 
I didn't see the captain again. I 
don't know how long I floated, but 
finally was picked up by boat num- 
ber 5. 


"I had been swimming after the 


boat for some time, but the negro 
member of the crew rowed away. 


"Other people were begging to 


get aboard, too, but the 
negroes 


didn't seem to want 
any more 


aboard. But Chief Engineer Adams 
made them stop and we swam to 
the boat and were taken in."

waved it, frantically, desperately 
Sharp eyes aboard the Shipper saw 
the signal, and Dana and Mrs. Ball 
were picked up. 


The woman's nerves were so bad- 


ly shaken 
when the rescue ship 


docked that she could not talk. 


Lifeboat Falls on Another 


G. Gladianos, pantryman, on the 


Vestris, had a station In a lifeboat 
to which twenty women and chil- 
dren were assigned. 
He' had a 


baby in his arms. Just as the craft 
settled upon 
the water another 


boat crashed down upon it, smash- 
ing the little one's head, cracking 
Gladianos' boat in two and hurling 
all its occupants inlo the water. 
What happened to them then, he 
couldn't say. 


S. Sadowski, a Los Angeles sea- 


man, declared every port hole on 
the Vestris was defective, that the 
scuppers were plugged and that 
the bulkhead doors had not been 
water tight. 


Frank Johnson, chief officer of 


the Vestris, was asked whether he 
could definitely say what bad caus- 
ed the disaster. 


"I have nothing to say," he. re- 


plied. 


E. M. Walcott, of Halifax, N. S., 


was among the last to see Captain 
Carey. "When I came up in the 
water," said Walcott, "I found the 
captain near me. K« had on no 
lifebelt. 
He just 
came up and 


went down again." 
Walcott was 


picked up by a lifeboat. 


Woman Tells Story. 


Mrs. Devore, overcome by grief 


over her husband's death, said she 
felt it "imperative" 
to 
make a 


statement on what had happened. 
She held Captain Carey responsible 
for not having called aid sooner 
and for not ordering down the life 
boats when there would have been 
less danger. 
This was her story: 
"Saturday the weather was fine. 


Sunday it was rough. There was a 
swaying and listing of the ship. 
On Monday morning my husband 
examined the register in the room 
and said: 'I have never been on a 
ship where there has been such a 
list. It looks to me like serious 
trouble.' 


"We dressed quickly and with 


difficulty found an officer. He as- 
sured up that everything was all 
right; By noon everything would 
be fine and dandy and we would 
be underway. 
The ships officers 


went about 
and 
explained that 


everything was all right. 
Then 


came the orders to take to the life 
boats. 


"I was in life boat number 8, with 


my husband and Mr, and Mrs, 
Norman K. Batten of Los Angeles. 
Norman is an 
automobile racer. 


He was going to South America to 
do some racing. This boat had a 
hole in it and five minutes before 
it was lowered this hole was patch- 
ed with a piece of tin and some 
nails. Several of us called to the 
captain and asked 'Isn't it danger- 
ous to send people out in a boat 
in this shape,' and 
he 
turned 


around and walked away and said 
nothing. 


"We had nothing else to do but 


take the boat. We got into it As 
soon as it got into the water it be- 
gan leaking. 
We are overcrowd- 


ed. The boat shipped water. She 
was filling fast by now. Life boat 
number 1, • ith four negro seamen 
in it, came by. We called to them 
to give us aid and take so—>e of us 
out so that all might be saved. 
They drew near and my husband 
urged me to jump. I did so Then 
they pulled away from niraber 8. 
A sea came in between us. When I 
saw number 8 again it was cap- 
sized and everyone was in the wa- 
ter. I begged the men to go back 
and pick uj. my husband and my 
friends, but they would not do it." 


Mrs. 
Devore said that during the 


launching of the life boats 
here 


was pandemonium under deck, and 
from this she judged the crew was 
being held back until the passeng- 
ers could be placed In the life 
boats. She knew her husband musi 
have gone down when number 8 
boat was swamped and was bitter 
about the crew of number 1, which 
boat, she said, 
coulJ easily have 


taken care of all the men and wo- 
men in number 8.
